PLAN’ 

Application for graveyard 
on greenbelt raises fears 



A plan to create a huge multi-faith 
cemetery on greenbelt land has 
sparked fierce opposition from 
residents who described it as 
“humongous”. 

Reigate and Banstead Council 
has received a planning applica¬ 
tion to create the multi-faith, non- 
consecrated cemetery on 25 acres 
of pastureland currently grazed 
by horses in Croydon Lane on the 
outskirts of Banstead. 

The applicant Anisha Amin, 
from Balham, has registered a 


company, Banstead Cemetery Ltd, 
and, in addition to concerns about 
traffic and the loss of greenbelt 
land, some locals are suspicious 
that the cemetery is actually in¬ 
tended for the Muslim community 
in London where there is a press¬ 
ing need for more burial plots. 

But Justin Smith, managing 
director of planning agent Ceme¬ 
tery Development Services, said 
rumours circulating that it was 
going to be a Muslim burial 
ground with a mosque were false 
and that the cemetery was an 
“altruistic development” for local 
people of all faiths and none.

He said funeral directors 
have identified a “desperate 
need” for a cemetery in the 
Banstead area because 
others are full. 

“It’s a beautiful site that 
will cater for all religions. 

“It is an altruistic develop¬ 
ment. The client is not profit¬ 
ing from this. They are 
providing something for the 
community.” 

Cemeteries that retain the 
openess of the land are gen¬ 
erally not covered by the 
strict regulations governing 
the greenbelt. 

The plans include burial 
plots, themed gardens linked 
by paths, a war memorial, 
water features, a service 
building for ceremonies and a 
car park. 

The design statement 
promises to provide visitors 
with “an experience of beau¬ 
ty and tranquillity” and 
introduce wildflowers, trees, 
shrubs and pond to offset loss 
of habitat. 

But Daniel Diodato, from 


Longcroft Avenue, has been 
mobilising residents to 
oppose the plans and helped 
organise a meeting on Tues¬ 
day afternoon with Council¬ 
lor Eddy Humphreys at 
Banstead United Reformed 
Church in Woodmansterne 
Lane, Banstead. 

Mr Diodato said: “It’s just 
not the right place for it. It’s a 
quaint village on the out¬ 
skirts of London. The last 
thing we want is something 
like that. It’s completely out 
of character for a place sur¬ 
rounded by fields.” 

He also raised concerns 
about cars as well as funeral 
hearses coming and going 
along the already busy 
Croydon Lane. 

A resident, who asked not 
to be named, from Wood¬ 
mansterne Lane, said: “I’m 
totally against. At the 
moment I have a lovely view, 
but then it would be a three- 
storey chapel and the rest 
that comes with it. It would 
be humongous.” 

Others expressed scepti¬ 
cism that this is really an

Traders stay open for 
disabled shoppers 


People with disabilities will 
be coming to Epsom next 
week for an event that aims 
to encourage them to shop 
there. 

The accessibility shopping 
evening, on Thursday, April 
24, is timed to support the 
launch of longer evening 
opening hours by some re¬ 
tailers in the Ashley Centre 
last week. 

The event, involving shops 
in the shopping centre as well 
as others around the town 
centre, will start at 4pm, with 
retailers running activities, 
tastings and demonstrations 
until they close. 

The event has been organ¬ 
ised by the Epsom Traders 
Forum, together with nation¬ 
al deafblind charity Sense 
and other voluntary organi¬ 
sations, which have united to 


form an “accessibility group” 
for the town. 

The majority of shops in 
the town will be open until 
5pm-5.30pm, while the 
Ashley Centre will be open 
until 8pm. 

Alan Avis, of Sense, said: 
“One in five people have ac¬ 
cess issues due to disability, 
illness or age, so the accessi¬ 
bility of our town centre, 
shops and restaurants is 
something that really 
matters to a large number of 
people.” 

Representatives from chari¬ 
ties including Action for 
Blind People, SeeAbility, 
United Response and Age 
Concern Epsom, will be in 
the Ashley Centre during the 
evening, giving people 
information about the town’s 
accessibility. 


‘Detectives’ 
clean up lake

It may have taken more than 20 
years, but experts have finally 
traced the source of human 
waste and cooking fat that has 
been pouring into a beautiful lake 
for decades. 

Thames Water and the Environ¬ 
ment Agency proudly announced 
this week that their “detectives” 
have stopped Ewell Court lake 
from being used as a toilet. 

The organisations, dubbing 
themselves the “dynamic duo”, 
surveyed 2,600 homes, conducted 
CCTV surveys and put orange 
dye into toilets to trace where the 
flushed water went. 

Fifty-five appliances, including 
four toilets, were found to be mis¬ 
takenly connected to the lake. 

A Thames Water spokesman 
claimed the problem was first 
identified in 2011, but the Epsom 
Guardian was reporting on the 
issue back in 2002 when a £100,000 
project by the council to clean the 
lake was thwarted by incorrectly- 
connected drains. 

Thames Water was surveying 
homes then and a council 
spokesman claimed the problem 
dated back to the 1990s. 

In November 2007 the pollution 
got so bad it killed 100 fish. 

Councillor Eber Kington, who 
represents Ewell Court ward, 


said: “If they are saying they 
have cracked it at last and it 
won’t happen again, that’s bril¬ 
liant news for Ewell Court lake 
and its pond life. 

“It’s been a long time coming. 
Even 20 years ago there were 
signs this was happening. It has 
been a long-standing problem.” 

Les Duplock, chairman of 
Ewell Court Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion, said the pollution was com¬ 
pletely unacceptable: “Nobody 
knew where it came from. It’s 
great news that they have tracked 
it back and found the source.” 

Stephanie Ilsley, environment 
officer at the Environment Agen¬ 
cy, said: “The Environment 
Agency is really pleased that 
Thames Water’s hard work has 
helped clean up the flow of pol¬ 
luted water to the lake. 

“Sewage and fats were regular¬ 
ly discharging into the water¬ 
course and reducing the water 
quality for the wildlife and creat¬ 
ing an unpleasant environment 
for visitors to the lake.” 

A spokeswoman for Thames 
Water said: “The problem was 
identified in 2011, and the investi¬ 
gation into the misconnections 
has been ongoing over the past 
three years. 

“All the misconnections identi¬ 
fied have been fixed. 

“So unless more dodgy builders 
get to work and drains are wrong¬ 
ly connected, things should be 
sorted out.”

Greenbelt setback 
for Gypsy families

Gypsy families have once 
again been refused planning 
permission to stay on a green- 
belt site that has been their 
home for more than a decade. 

It marked the latest battle in 
a saga involving multiple ap¬ 
plications, enforcement or¬ 
ders and appeals over the site 
in River Lane, Leatherhead. 

Frustration was voiced on 
both sides of the divided com¬ 
munity during a planning 
meeting where permission 
was refused by Mole Valley 
District Council on April 2. 

Jenny Moore, who runs 
community shop B@titude in 
Leatherhead, told the council 
that she had submitted a peti¬ 
tion signed by 323 residents 
calling for the families to be al¬ 
lowed to stay. 

Of the past decade, she said: 
“It’s taken an indescribable 
emotional, physical and finan¬ 
cial toll on these families as 
well as costing the council a 
hefty sum. It really is time for 
this to come to an end.” 

Sue Wood, who spoke on be¬ 
half of fellow residents in 
River Lane, expressed strong

opposition to the plans. 

She said: “Here we are, 10 
years down the line, and still 
no closer to resolving the 
situation.” 

A year ago, Eric Pickles, Sec¬ 
retary of State for Communi¬ 
ties and Local Government, 
upheld Mole Valley Council’s 
earlier decision to bar families 
from settling permanently in 
River Lane. 

But he criticised the council 
for failing to find another site 
for the famihes and gave them 
leave to stay until April 2016. 

Ms Wood said: “I’m amazed to 
be back here so soon after the 
ruling that this site should not 
be approved as a permanent 


gypsy site. This is an unac¬ 
ceptable loss of greenbelt.” 

But the agent for the Gypsy 
families, Matt Green, from 
Green Planning Studio, who 
spoke in favour of the applica¬ 
tion, said: “We feel there is a 
considerable increase in open¬ 
ness as a result of the proposal 
and urge you to assess this 
benefit to the greenbelt.” 

A majority of councillors 
voted to reject planning 
permission. 

Officers recommended re¬ 
fusal on the grounds of pro¬ 
tecting the greenbelt and 
countryside and lack of “ma¬ 
terial change” since Mr Pick¬ 
le’s decision in April 2013.

Where reputation matters 
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Crime numbers fall 
while arrests rise

The number of recorded crimes 
in Epsom and Ewell fell sharply 
last year while the number of 
arrests soared by more than a 
third. 

The number of victims of 
crime fell by just over 300 and 
reported crimes fell by 8.7 per 
cent, according to the latest po¬ 
lice figures. 

At the same time the number 
of people arrested rose from 411 
to 560. 

There were about 100 fewer 
victims of vehicle crime, rob¬ 
beries fell by a quarter and 
there were 90 fewer cases of 
criminal damage in the year to 
April. 

Epsom and Ewell Neighbour¬ 
hood Inspector Craig Knight 
said: “I am pleased with the 
work police and partner agen¬ 
cies have done this year and 
overall crime is less than the 
previous year.” 

Despite a rise in antisocial be¬ 
haviour in the early part of the 
year, the number of incidents 
has fallen consistently since 
June and the downward trend 
continues. 

There were, however, 11 more

burglaries of homes compared 
to the previous year. 

Insp Knight said: “While that’s 
less than one a month more 
than the previous year, it’s still 
too many and this is a big prior¬ 
ity for us moving forward. I also 
want to do more to ensure our 
town centres feel safe places to 
be. 


“We have seen a slight rise in 
town centre based disorder and 
this again will be a priority for 
us, albeit the numbers are very 
small with a rise of just 20 of¬ 
fences over the whole year.” 

He added: “The policing bud¬ 
get is being challenged, but this 
never stops your local officers 
doing everything in our power 
to keep you safe and feeling safe 
in your borough.” 

Across Surrey, Police and 
Crime Commissioner Kevin 
Hurley said his policing plan, 
which stresses zero-tolerance 
and getting more police officers 
on the streets, has reaped 
rewards. 

Mr Hurley said: “My policing 
plan for the past year has result¬ 
ed in an 8 per cent reduction in 
reported crime, an 8 per cent in¬ 
crease in arrests and a 100 per 
cent increase in seizures of 
criminals’ ill-gotten gains. 

“Moreover Surrey is the only 
force in the country to have in¬ 
creased police numbers against 
a background of cuts. All this 
against prolonged periods of ex¬ 
tensive flooding and continual 
criticism from Government and 
many other quarters. 

“The chief constable and her 
team have done a bloody 
good job and I thank them for 
it.” 



A third of those arrested for 
crimes in Epsom and Ewell 
last year were from London 
it has been revealed. 

Police statistics show that 
of the 560 people arrested 
in the borough in 2013-14 
half of them, 281, came 
from outside the borough. 

Data released in response 
to a Freedom of Information 
request showed that 161 of 
them came from London. 


The previous year 231 of 
the 411 people arrested 
were from outside the bor¬ 
ough, with 131 from 
London. 

Epsom and Ewell Neigh¬ 
bourhood Inspector Craig 
Knight described the num¬ 
ber of arrests of Londoners 
“This shouldn’t really sur¬ 
prise us given our very 
close proximity to urban 
parts of London such as 


Sutton, Croydon and 
Kingston, but does begin to 
highlight the need for us 
to work closely with 
our Metropolitan Police 
colleagues.” 

Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Kevin Hurley said: 
“Criminals do not follow 
local authority borders, only 
politicians and council/po¬ 
lice employees are con¬ 
strained by them.”

Planning for 
gypsy sites 

An all-party group of councillors was 
formed last week to discuss potential 
new sites for gypsy and traveller 
camps. 

Epsom Council announced at the 
start of the year that it was reviewing 
where new, permanent sites could be 
built within Epsom and Ewell - some¬ 
thing the Government has said it must 
plan for. 

But in February, heated public debate 
was ignited after one councillor re¬ 
vealed that a portion of Hook Road 
Arena and areas of scrubland around 
the smart Manor Park housing devel¬ 
opment were on the list, while the ma¬ 
jority of Epsom’s councillors were 
unaware of the review altogether. 

A shortlist of potential sites was due 
to go out to public consultation this 
spring but, following the controversy, 
the council announced this would 
now be delayed until September to 
allow a working group to form and to 
meet periodically to discuss site 
options. 

In a report submitted as part of the 
council’s planning policy committee 
meeting last week, the council said: 
“The group will meet on at least three 
occasions, with a view to discussing 
and agreeing a position of the issues of 
need, site identification criteria and 
potential site options.” 

The members of the working group 
are: Residents’ Association councillors 
Michael Arthur, chairman of the plan¬ 
ning policy committee; Neil Dallen; 
David Wood; Jan Mason; Clive Smither- 
am; Conservative Councillor James 
Clarke, Liberal Democrat Colin Taylor 
and Labour councillor Rob Geleit.

“We are looking with Croydon 
[Council] to see if a site could be 
available. 

“The other option is the Wal- 
countians Sports Club. Because 
of its location, that would draw 
people from Clockhouse, which 
is a part of Sutton, as well as 
Surrey and Croydon. 

“It would not replace the 
sports club. My vision is a 
school that promotes the impor¬ 
tance of sport, that participa¬ 
tion in sport will help their 
academic results and that 
learning to win and learning to 
lose is a part of the academic 
experience.

WCGS plans to launch a for¬ 
mal public consultation on the 
plans in May. 


Hospital closure 

A community hospital ward is to be tem¬ 
porarily closed to repair damage wors¬ 
ened during the recent bad weather. 

The inpatient ward with 15 beds at New 
Epsom and Ewell Community Hospital 
(Neech) in Horton Lane, Epsom, is set to 
close for five weeks this summer. 

CSH Surrey, which runs the hospital, 
said patients will be temporarily accom¬ 
modated at community hospitals in 
Leatherhead, Dorking and Molesey. 

A spokeswoman said: “The flooring has 
come up slightly and the paint is peeling 
on the walls. It was brought about by the 
bad weather. 

“If we do not do the work it would pre¬ 
sent an infection control risk, but there is 
not a risk at the moment.” 

Sally Bonynge, director of adults ser¬ 
vices at CSH Surrey, said: “The inpatient 
ward at Neech will be temporarily closed 
for a period of five weeks during June/ 
July (exact dates still to be confirmed). 

“No other services at Neech and 
Poplars are affected by the refurbish¬ 
ment, which is being managed by NHS 
Property Services, who own the 
building.” 

The closure is not linked to a long stand¬ 
ing proposal to move the hospital on to 
the Epsom Hospital site because its build¬ 
ings have been deemed not fit for purpose. 

Dr Claire Fuller, clinical chair at Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commissioning Group, 
said they are looking at services at com¬ 
munity hospitals as part of their plan for 
the future, but no decisions have yet been 
taken.

A top grammar school is plan¬ 
ning to build a comprehensive 
school to serve pupils from Sut¬ 
ton, Surrey and Croydon. 

Wallington County Grammar 
School (WCGS) is developing 
plans to build a free school on 
the Walcountians Sports Club 
site in Carshalton Road near 
Banstead, which is already 
owned by the school. 

Jonathan Wilden, headteach¬ 
er of WCGS, said the plan for 
the site is to build a school, but 
to retain the sports club so the 
school can use the facilities to 
promote the benefits of partici¬ 
pation in sport while allowing 
the public to use it in the 
evenings and weekends. 

The scheme is one of two 
plans WCGS is exploring. The 
other is to build a new school in 
South Croydon to alleviate a 
growing school places crisis in 
the area. Talks have already 
opened between the school and 
Croydon Council with the aim 
of finding a site. 

Mr Wilden said: “We’re apply¬ 
ing to the Department for Edu¬ 
cation for permission to build

Dome still Included 
in amended plans

A school is not axing its plans for 
a huge sports dome beside a na¬ 
ture reserve, but is looking at im¬ 
proved pedestrian access and 
parking. 

Nonsuch High School for Girls 
in Ewell Road, Cheam, con¬ 
firmed last week that it intends 
to make some amendments to 
the plans it has submitted to 
Epsom Council for its proposed 
new sports facilities. 

This follows a meeting with 
Sutton Councillor Mary 
Burstow, who had complained 
about a lack of consultation with 
residents and her colleague, 
Councillor Graham Witham. 

But the school is not intending 
to axe or scale down its contro¬ 
versial, 48-foot-high, dome, in¬ 
sisting that lighting and dome 
technology, along with the plant¬ 
ing of more trees, will minimise 
its light and visual impact on the 
surrounding area including 
Warren Farm - grassland and 
woods owned by conservation 
charity the Woodland Trust. 

Headteacher Peter Gale said it 
was a productive meeting and 
the school would be discussing 
the suggestions raised with its 


architects over the next few 
weeks. 

Asked whether any other alter¬ 
ations were being contemplated 
he said: “In terms of other 
changes - nothing major - just 
an ethos that we are happy to lis¬ 
ten and adapt as we move 
forward.” 

Despite complaints that Epsom 
Council has failed to consult 
widely enough over the planning 
application, it emerged that it 
had asked Sutton Council for its 
views and it responded last 
month that it had no comment 
on what is being proposed. 

A spokesman for Epsom 


Council added: “The school is 
within the borough boundary of 
Epsom and Ewell. 

“It does however border Non¬ 
such Park. The park while with¬ 
in the boundary of Epsom and 
Ewell is joint managed with Sut¬ 
ton Council. The Nonsuch Park 
Joint Management Committee is 
aware of the application.” 

He said that when the school 
amends its plans the council will 
reconsult residents by sending 
out new letters and putting up 
notices, ensuring people have 
ample opportunity to give their 
views within the three week con¬ 
sultation period.

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Death of man who received MBE for services to the young 

Scouts remember a 
kind and fair leader

A scout group has paid tribute to 
a “very caring” man who played 
a leading role in scouting for 
decades. 

Ken Parminter started his 
scouting career in 1960 and went 
on to receive an MBE for services 
to young people and the Silver 
Wolf Award, the highest award 
made by the Scout Association.

Mayor aims 
to increase 
new homes 

The Mayor of London, Boris Johnson, 
has launched proposals for a new 
investment scheme designed to 
accelerate house building and help 
deliver thousands more low cost 
homes. 

The London Housing Bank scheme 
would loan up to £200m to 
development partners to help them 
speed up the building of around 3,000 
homes on large scale multi-phase 
schemes, which already have 
planning consent. These homes would 
then be let to Londoners at low cost 
rent, below the market rate, for a ten 
year period before being sold on, with 
the loan repaid to City Hall. 

Research conducted by City Hall 
suggests that planning consents have 
been granted for around 200,000 
homes in London which have not yet 
been built, a figure that is sometimes 
confused with developers land 
banking sites. 

However around three quarters of 
these consents are on large, multi¬ 
stage regeneration developments of 
more than 500 homes which can take 
many years to complete. Often this is 
due to the funding and sales 
constraints. 

Through the proposed London 
Housing Bank, the mayor would help 
to fast track these developments, 
completing them several years earlier 
than traditional house building 
methods allow, and make thousands 
of additional new homes available for 
Londoners at low cost rent. 

The mayor is consulting 
organisations within the housing 
industry on the proposals. The closing 
date for responses is May 21. 


Cash buyers drive 
up housing market 

More homes needed to satisfy demand 



Cash buyers and first time 
buyers (FTBs) are more active 
than any other buyer groups and 
are driving growth in both 
housing market transactions 
and prices. 

That’s according to new 
research from Hamptons 
International which says that 
during 2013 the number of cash 
buyers grew by a third while 
data from the CML shows the 
number of FTBs with a 
mortgage grew by almost a 
quarter. 

In 2013,350,000 properties were 
purchased with cash, equating to 
36 per cent of the market in 
England and Wales, the highest 
number since 2007. Meanwhile, 
28 per cent of the market was 
accounted for by FTBs with 
mortgages. 

Johnny Morris, head of 
research at Hamptons 
International, said: “Cash 
buyers have been at the 
vanguard of the housing market 
recovery in recent months, with 
the number of cash buyers 
increasing at a faster rate than 
those purchasing with a 
mortgage. 

“This comes at a time when the 
number of properties available 


to buy is five per cent lower than 
this time last year (in London this 
figure rises to 20 per cent).” 

Hamptons International says its 
research highlights how the 
increased activity of cash and first 
time buyers is an important factor 
to the shortage of housing stock. 

Mr Morris added: “The increase in 
numbers of first time and cash 
buyers without a property to sell 
has meant fewer homes coming to 
the market. 


“Low levels of stock have been a 
factor driving rapid price increases, 
particularly in the south of 
England. 

“Until we see more owners 
moving home, who have properties 
to sell as well as buy, the shortage of 
homes for sale is likely to continue. 
The result being that 2014 looks to 
remain, resolutely a sellers’ 
market.” 

Hamptons International’s 
research shows 70 per cent of cash 


buyers in 2013 weren’t selling a 
property to fund their purchase at 
the point of sale. 

Some cash buyers, such as 
downsizers bought and sold a house 
at the same time, which meant there 
was no increase in the stock of 
property for sale. 

Others, such as second home 
buyers or buy-to-let investors, snap 
up available stock for sale, without 
adding to it, at least in the short 
term.

A new survey has found that as 
many as 51 per cent of drivers 
reckon their local roads are in a 
poor state and a further 14 per cent 
consider them dangerous. 

Nearly four in five motorists said 
potholes appeared to be left 
unrepaired for months, the poll of 
2,004 drivers uncovered. 

The survey, by research firm 
Viewsbank, also showed that those 
needing repairs to vehicles due to 
pothole damage faced an average 
bill of £165. 

On average, drivers estimated 
there were four potholes in the 
road they live in, with tyre damage 
the main problem. 

The results of the survey are 
timely, as Chancellor George 
Osborne announced in the recent 
Budget an extra £200 million would 
be provided to fill in potholes. 

On average, drivers in south east 
England considered their local 
roads were in the worst condition, 
with 51 per cent rating them poor 
and as many as 20 per cent 
considering them dangerous. 



Londoners seemed happiest with 
their local roads, with only 37 per 
cent reckoning them to be poor. The 
area where drivers considered the 
roads were the safest was north 
west England with only eight per 
cent deeming them dangerous. 

Commenting on the survey’s 
findings, David Black of Viewsbank, 
said: “It is shocking that nearly two 
out of three motorists are unhappy 
about the state of their local roads 
and even more worrying that six 
per cent of people have had an 
accident because of potholes. 

“The Chancellor has recognised 
the need to spend on road repairs 
and has committed to increase 
spending but potholes are clearly 
still a major issue and motorists 
believe little is being done to solve 
the problem.”

Luckily, modern cleaning prod¬ 
ucts and tools can make light, 
speedy work of the process, com¬ 
pared to the weeks our grand¬ 
mothers used to take beating 
rugs, scrubbing and scouring and 
rehanging drapes. 

"A top-to-bottom, thorough 
clean won't just make a home 
look more appealing, it can also 
boost your spirits and make you 
feel more energised, as rooms 
will feel more airy and spacious," 
says Simon Glanville, managing 
director of specialist storage 


company, STORE. "Use the oppor¬ 
tunity to take a good look at 
spaces and, if need be, de-clutter, 
which isn't about throwing every¬ 
thing away. 

"Rather, it's about losing what's 
useless and ugly in order to have 
space for things that are useful 
and beautiful." 

Smart strategy 
"To get over that mental block 
that prevents you actually start¬ 
ing, break the task into bite-sized 
pieces. Allocate 20 minutes each 
day to tackling just one area," 
suggests Glanville. Always start 
with the bedrooms and work your 
way down, and never tackle more 
than one room at a time, other¬ 
wise you'll get overwhelmed." 
Green goddess 
If you're concerned about the 
ozone layer and don't want to use 
chemical-laden cleaning prod¬ 
ucts, there are plenty of ranges to 
gladden your green heart. 


"Scrutinise cleaning product la¬ 
bels like you would food labels," 
says Eric Ryan, co-founder at eco- 
friendly cleaning products com¬ 
pany, Method. 

"You wouldn't want toxic ingre¬ 
dients in your food, so don't inad¬ 
vertently put them on food prep 
surfaces by using chemical clean¬ 
ers. Our products are as easy on 
the eye as they are on the nose, 
and are 100 per cent vegan- 
friendly and paraben-free." 

Hidden horrors 

Dust mites love to lurk in du¬ 
vets and carpets, and these can 
cause problems for those with al¬ 
lergies, says David Begley, clea- 
nologist at Johnson Cleaners. 

"Often, duvets are overlooked 
but they should really be cleaned 
twice a year," he advises. 

"Most domestic washing ma¬ 
chines are too small to clean a 
duvet effectively and profession¬ 
al laundering is more likely to kill 


off dust mites and the allergens 
produced by them. This is partic¬ 
ularly important for people who 
suffer from asthma or other res¬ 
piratory ailments." 

People shed enough skin each 
day to feed one million dust 
mites, so regularly vacuum your 
mattress, bed and headboard. 

Curtains need cleaning at least 
once every six months, to prolong 
their life and keep them looking 
as good as new, he says. If wash¬ 
ing at home, iron while still damp 
and don't forget to release the 
pleats, as they can harbour dust. 
Top tip: Carpets accumulate a lot 
of dust, dirt and even fungi over 
time, all of which are unsightly, 
unhygienic and can be potential 
health hazards. Up to 80% of car¬ 
pet dirt is loose and can be re¬ 
moved with regular vacuuming. 
Make it a rule that people remove 
shoes at the front door so you 
avoid dirt being walked in.
